The Names of God 


ERNEST C. WILSON 


EMEMBER, as you are engaged in the great 
R adventure of knowing God, to put first 
things first. We long to know Him, be- 
cause in Him we find our own self, our true na- 
ture, the consciousness of and the fulfillment of 
our divine purpose. Through a knowledge of God 
we find right adjustment, inward peace, healing, 
our right place in life, harmonious and happy 
companionship, our kingdom of heaven. 

As you develop this purpose of knowing God, 
you will find that many questions of your mind 
are answered, many dark places in understanding 
of related things are made light. Accept the help 
you find in these bypaths of related thought, but 
do not wander off into them to the detriment of 
your main purpose. 

You will find in the Bible and in other religious 
writings many different names for God. These 
simply indicate different ways in which God has 
revealed Himself to men, different approaches to 
deity. Do not be confused by them. If they do not 
awaken a helpful response in you, let the matter 
rest, knowing that they undoubtedly are channels 
of help and inspiration to others. 

Two such names, occurring most frequently in 
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the Bible, are “Jehovah” and “Lord.” Jehovah 
means “I am; the Eternal Living One.” It desig- 
nates God's nature as He stands in relation to 
man: “the only almighty, true, personal, holy 
Being.” Because of reverence for God, also be- 
cause of a misapprehension of Leviticus 24:16, 
the Jews customarily avoided speaking this name, 
and substituted various others. 

“Lord” is another translation of “Jehovah,” but 
it also sheds added light upon the nature of God, 
and many metaphysicians believe that where the 
term is so translated (from the original Hebrew 
into English), it may be interpreted as meaning 
“God as law.” 

Where the term God is used, it is generally the 
translation of the Hebrew word Elohim, Elohim is 
the plural of Eloah (in Arabic, Allah). It is often 
used in the short form El, signifying ‘‘strength,” 
and in combination with other words, as El 
Shaddai, “God Almighty,” Bethel, “house of God.” 

The plural form for a name of God has often 
been confusing to students. In the Peloubet Bible 
Dictionary we find this explanation: “It is either 
what grammarians call the plural of majesty, or it 
denotes the fullness of divine strength, the sum of 
the powers displayed by God.” The expression 
“Let us make man” derives from this plural noun 


for God. 








The expression “I AM,” used as a noun, repre- 
sents God in man, man’s essentially divine iden- 
tity, as distinguished from what he humanly ex- 
presses; it represents the Christ nature. It seems 
to be cognate with the word “aum” (om), the 
most holy word of the ancient religious literature 
of the Hindus, the Vedas, in which it signifies 
deity, the Logos, the Word. The Logos, “the 
Word” referred to by John, represents God made 
manifest, the Christ. 

Names of any kind denote our consciousness of 
what is named. God brought all things to man to 
be named, and whatsoever he called them, that 
should be their name (to him!). The names for 
deity, as for lesser things, represent the conscious- 
ness of the namer.

To Silent Unity from a Member 
Dear Silent Unity: 

Last night I walked past the Unity building 
with a friend. A light, cold mist was falling and 
the street light on the corner was jaggedly re- 
flected from the wet surface of the street and 
the shiny car tracks. The big sprawling Unity 
building was dark except for a short row of lighted 
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windows on the top floor. 
“What are those lights?’” my friend asked.

But that bright spear of light 
cleaves the darkness and someone is praying: 
“The light of God surrounds you.” 

My clothes were becoming damp, but I did not 
notice. My mind was unrolling for me the kaleido- 
scopic view of my life and that of the countless 
others whom Silent Unity is guiding and guarding 
with a never-ceasing vigil of prayer. 

So I stood in the chilling mist and felt warm 
and safe and cared for. As long as the light 
gleams from that corner window someone is pray- 
ing for me and my dear ones and for the thou- 
sands upon thousands of people whose names are 
entered on Silent Unity’s prayer lists, ‘The light 
of God surrounds us.”

If 
he has been holding himself in the thought that 
he does not remember things easily, he should 
deny that forgetfulness can limit his mind in any 
way.

Likewise he should train himself not to burden 
his mind with the memory of many insignificant 
details. There is an art of letting go of meaning- 
less memories as well as an art of developing the 
faculty for recalling essential and worth-while 
things.
